The government cracked down to- 
day on a ring suspected of selling 
horsemeat as high grade beef ten- 
derloins over wide sections of the 
nation.

About 12,000 pounds of 
mislab- 


eled horsemeat was seized in a 
southside warehouse here yester 
day. 


Agents said two men were known, 


to have aeted as leaders iOf the 
alleged ring but would not disclose 
their names. No arrests had been 
made as yet, it was emphasized. 


Officials said the horsemeat was 


shipped from Kansas City, Mo., I 
labeled properly as "horsemeat 
tenderlains" but at. South 
Bend, 


i nd., the meal underwent proces- 
sing to remove the label. Then the 
meat was brought here 
labeled 


simply as "tenderloins" and the 
stamp as "beef 
tenderloins" was 


added in the warehouse where the 
meat was found. 


The meat, officials said, 
was 


owned by a Minnesota man. 


Details of the case 
were dis-
